Restrictions or suspension of services proposed as report reveals failings at Queen’s 


WARDS MAY BE CLOSED

ROMLORD’S hospital’s Accident 
& Emergency and Maternity 
departments could be shut down. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) will be issuing a report on 
Queen’s Hospital, Rom Valley Way, 
in April, having previously found 
the hospital had failed patients. 

A spokesman said: “Ultimately, if 
they keep failing, we could end up 
restricting or even suspending ser¬ 
vices. It is the last resort, but it has 
happened to other hospitals, and it 
could happen here.” 

The development is more bad 
news for patients since Health 
Secretary Andrew Lansley approved 
plans to get rid of A&E and 


Maternity Services at King George 
Hospital, Barley Lane, Goodmayes, 
and transfer them to Queen’s. 

Barking, Havering & Redbridge 
NHS Hospitals Trust (BHR) must 
now comply with an action plan it 
has produced after new inspection 
showed failures. 

The CQC said Queen’s is still fail¬ 
ing to meet targets of care, despite 
having been warned about its short¬ 
comings in an October report. 

It said both Accident & 
Emergency and Maternity were still 
giving patients poor care. 

In a number of autumn inspec¬ 
tions, it found, in A&E: 

♦ patients exposed to an ‘unnec¬ 
essary’ and increased risk of reciev- 
ing poor care. 


♦ relied too heavily on doctors 
from agencies. 

♦ kept failing to meet targets of 
getting patients seen in time. 

In Maternity, it: 

♦ did not give women the 
required pain relief. 

♦ gave inconsistent care. 

♦ exposed mothers and babies to 
the risk of poor care. 

♦ delayed some mothers being 
transferred to the antenatal ward to 
the labour ward. 

The report said: “Staff felt there 
are still too many patients coming 
through the doors in A&E, as the 
hospital covers a large area.” 

It also said planned improvements 
were not able to have an effect 
because of the large number of 


patients. In Maternity, the CQC said 
there had been improvements, but 
not enough was being done to deal 
with high risk pregnancies. 

The CQC’s deputy director, 
Matthew Trainer, said: “Inspectors 
saw improvements in midwifery, 
particularly around the numbers 
and skills mix of staff. CQC 
remains concerned, however, that 
women are at increased risk of 
receiving poor care across materni¬ 
ty services.” 

The trust has been given 14 days 
to respond to the CQC with an 
action plan. 

BHR chief executive, Averil 
Dongworth, said some ongoing 
improvements would take time to 
start working. 


Increase in fines 


TRANSPORT for London (TfL) is increas¬ 
ing the penalty charge for non-payment 
on its services from £50 to £80 from this 
weekend. 

The increase in penalties will cover all 
of TfL’s services in the capital, including 
London Under and Overground, London 
Buses, DLR and London Tramlink. 

Transport for London said fare evasion 
cost around £63 million last year.

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Shopkeeper thanks police 
after riots gang convicted

A SHOPKEEPER has thanked 
the police after they helped 
secure the convictions of a 
gang which tried to burgle his 
shop during last year’s London 
riots. 

Jeff Tucker, who runs the 
Rainham Goldmine jewellers, 
in Upminster Road South, 
Rainham, said the force had 
done well to see the nine men 
convicted. 

He said: “The police have 
been brilliant, they were really 
helpful, and really supportive. 

“It’s good to know these 
people are in jail.” 

Mr Tucker made his com¬ 
ments after the group were 
sentenced at Wood Green 
Crown Court last week. 


The gang tried to smash 
their way into the shop in the 
early hours of Wednesday, 
August 10 last year, and only 
stopped when Mr Tucker’s 
reinforced windows failed to 
break. 

The gang, from Grays, drove 
off, and attacked and robbed 
two bystanders. However, they 
were soon caught by the 
police. 

Mr Tucker said: “They 
thought there wouldn’t be any 
police around, but there were 
more police around than at 
any other time last year. 

“What I didn’t realise until I 
was in court was that they 
were adults, fully grown men 
with beards - I thought it was 
just a bunch of kids.” 

Chinne Menakaya, 24, was 


sentenced to three years for 
attempted burglary, Collins 
Ilikhuoba, 24, was jailed for 
five years for attempted bur¬ 
glary and two robberies, and 
John Ajidahun, 22 was jailed 
for three years and three 
months for attempted bur¬ 
glary, while Esiri Sama, 26, 
and Boris Ladjouan, 21, were 
sentenced to three-and-a-half 
years for attempted burglary. 

Michael Madubunyi, 28, 
received three years, Solomon 
Aloa, 18, got two years and 
Matthew Aboderin 19, got two 
years and six months for 
attempted buglary, while Toni 
Collins, 20, received a 12- 
month suspended sentence 
and was ordered to carry out 
200 hours of unpaid work for 
attempted burglary.

A TEAM of dedicated historians, 
archeologists and volunteers need 
help clearing a site believed to be 
hiding the remains of a Roman villa. 

Wanstead Park is one of the most 
important historical parks in the 
country, according to the chief exec¬ 
utive of English Heritage, Dr Simon 
Thurley. 

The park was a firm favourite with 
the royals and regularly frequented 
by King Henry VI, King Henry VII 
and Elizabeth I. 

But before the English royals 
enjoyed the park, Roman noblemen 
are believed to have built a sumptu¬ 
ous villa. 

Local experts said they know a 
villa stood at the site after reading 
three letters written by a local 
landowner to the Society of 
Antiquaries in 1715 describing the 
findings of Roman remains in the 
park. 

Wanstead historian Richard 
Arnopp said: “In one of the letters it 
describes the discovery of a 20ft by 
six foot mosaic of the Roman god 
Bacchus riding a panther. 

“Unfortunately, the landowner at 
the time, Lord Tilney was not very 
interested in Roman artefacts and so 
it was destroyed.” 

The team will be borrowing a geo¬ 
physical radar from the University of 
East London to carry out further 


investigative work. 

Richard said: “We need to clear the 
scrub first over the next two weeks. 
Then we will use the radar. 

“The City of London has given us 
permission, but we need to do all this 
now before nesting season so we 
don’t harm the wildlife. 


“We hope to see whether any 
masonry structures associated with 
the remains unearthed in 1715 have 
survived.” 

Fellow historian and Wanstead res¬ 
ident, Ralph Potter, said there was 
other firm evidence to suggest a 
Roman villa had once stood in 


Wanstead Park. 

He said: “We have found painted 
wall plaster which was only put into 
villas of people of high status, flue 
tiles, which suggests underfloor heat¬ 
ing and substantial roof tiles, which 
were all made locally. Roman coins 
have also been found from 350 AD.”

Residents are currently in the process of being 
moved out into new homes. 

The Community Estates Day will be held 
from 2pm to 5.30pm. 


The fire brigade will be there with a fire 
engine, and will be doing chip pan fire demon¬ 
strations. 

Police air support are planning to attend with 
a helicopter. 

Other groups will include the Territorial 
Army, Police maritime support unit, and chil¬ 
dren from Thames View Primary School who 
have designed their own burglary prevention 
posters.

They had almost given up hope of ever 
finding the date of consecration. 

Ron said: “My wife Yvonne suggested 
we look at the communion plate. 

“There we found the date, March 6, 
1862, it was right under our noses all the 
time!”
